EXCESS GENERATION (NET METERING FLEXIBILITY ACT)

Authorizing an eligible customer—generator to accrue net excess generation for
an indefinite period; requiring an eligible customer—generator that elects to
accrue net excess generation for an indefinite period to forfeit any net excess
generation at the time an account is closed; and altering the month used to
establish an annual billing cycle for the payment of net excess generation
accrued.

Requiring the Department of Housing and Community Development to procure
or provide for electricity customers energy efficiency and conservation
programs and services designed to achieve certain target annual incremental
gross energy savings in certain years; requiring the Department to update the
weather—normalized gross retail sales against which savings are measured for
certain plans; requiring the target annual incremental gross energy savings to
be achieved based on an average of certain Department plans; etc.

STATE BOARD OF SOCIAL WORK EXAMINERS — TEMPORARY
LICENSE TO PRACTICE SOCIAL WORK

Requiring the State Board of Social Work Examiners to issue a temporary
license to practice social work to an applicant who, except for passing the
required examination, has met the education and experience requirements;
authorizing the board to issue a temporary license if a required examination
was unavailable to an applicant for a period of at least seven business days;
providing that a temporary license is valid until 180 days after the examination
becomes available; etc.

Altering the Maryland Uniform Disclaimer of Property Interests Act to provide
for the disclaimer of nonprobate transfers at death; providing for the creation,
revocation, recordation, and effects of a transfer—on—death deed for real
property; requiring the Administrative Office of the Courts to develop an
informational sheet regarding transfer—on—death deeds; providing example
forms for the creation and revocation of a transfer—on—death deed; etc.

Altering certain penalties and the points assessments for certain motor vehicle
violations related to participation in a race or speed contest; prohibiting a
person from engaging in exhibition driving on any highway or private property
used for driving by the public; authorizing the towing and impounding of a
vehicle involved in violations related to participation in a race, speed contest,
or exhibition driving; providing penalties of imprisonment up to 1 year or a fine
up to $1,000, or both in the event of bodily injury; etc.

FUNDING AND SUPPORT (VICTIM SERVICES STABILIZATION ACT)

Providing for the stable funding and support of trauma—informed, high—quality
program and services for victims of crime ; requiring the Governor’s Office of
Crime Prevention, Youth, and Victim Services to help support certain programs
providing services for victims of crime; requiring the Office to consult with
certain individuals and organizations regarding the allocation of certain
funding; and requiring the Governor to include certain funding in the State
budget.

Requiring public schools and nonpublic schools that participate in State—
funded education programs to include in the curriculum, beginning in the 2024—
2025 school year, a unit of instruction on the September 11, 2001, terrorist
attacks that is consistent with certain guidelines developed by the State Board
of Education; and encouraging nonpublic schools that do not participate in
State—funded education programs to include in the curriculum a unit of
instruction on the September 11, 2001, terrorist attacks.

EQUITABLE AND INCLUSIVE TRANSIT-ORIENTED DEVELOPMENT

Establishing the Transit—Oriented Development Capital Grant and Revolving
Loan Fund to promote the equitable and inclusive development of transit—
oriented developments; requiring interest earnings of the Fund to be credited to
the Fund; authorizing the Department of Transportation to use the Fund to
provide financial assistance to local jurisdictions; requiring the Governor to
include in the annual budget bill an appropriation sufficient to ensure a fund
balance of at $10,000,000 at the start of the fiscal year; etc.

policy with certain thresholds; and requiring the Treasurer to notify certain
officials and governing bodies of certain local governmental units about the
provisions of the Act.
